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8 charged with organized crime

INEZ — Seventeen people were indicted 
last week by the Martin County Grand Jury, 
including eight who are charged with engag- 
ing in organized crime. 

Kentucky State Police said in a press 
release issued after the release of the indict- 
ments that it conducted an investigation into 
the theft of funds from the Martin County 
Water District and it was determined that eight 
people fraudulently obtained and cashed 
checks illegally from the water department 
account. 



“Accountants found the money missing, 
and we were notified, so we initiated an inves- 
tigation,” Kentucky State Police Det. Jason 
Dials said. “I believe this is the first case 
we’ve had like this in Eastern Kentucky.” 
Named in the indictment are Dennis Scott, 
34, of Pilgrim; Melissa Perkins Hinkle, 28; 
Nannie Lucy Blackburn, 35; Colby Maynard, 
26; Alvin W. Johnson, 28; Jerry L. Maynard, 
24; Dahryl Justin Keller, 29; and Sean Keller, 
27, all of Inez. They are charged with engag- 
ing in organized crime, criminal syndicate. 
Sean Keller is additionally charged with sec- 
ond-degree persistent felony offender. 

According to the indictment, from August 
2012 through October 2012, the eight alleg- 



edly committed, conspired, attempted to com- 
mit or act as an accomplice in the commission 
of theft by unlawful taking over $10,000 from 
the Martin County Water Board. 

Authorities did not release additional 
details of the case. 

Others named in indictments are: 

• Joey Howell, 18, of Pigeon Roost, 
charged with third-degree burglary/complicity 
and first-degree criminal mischief/complicity. 

According to the indictment, on or about 
Jan. 10, Howell, acting alone or in complicity 
with a juvenile, allegedly entered Inez Middle 
School with the intent to commit theft and 
damaged property in excess of $1,000. 

• Chad Nichols, 29, of Lovely, charged 



with fourth-offense operating a motor vehicle 
under the influence of alcohol/drugs, reckless 
driving, failure to produce insurance card and 
second-degree persistent felony. 

According to the indictment, on or before 
May 21, 2012, Nichols operated a motor 
vehicle while under the influence of alcohol or 
other substances that impair a driver’s ability 
to operate a motor vehicle within five years 
with three prior convictions in the past five 
years. 

The indictment also says that Nichols oper- 
ated a motor vehicle upon the highway with-

Ex-deputy 
clerks 
offered 
plea deal

INEZ — Ex-deputy county 
clerks Tamberlyn Hairston and her 
sister, Tonya Mills, both of Lovely, 
charged in connection with money 
missing from the Martin County 
Clerk’s Office, were scheduled at 
Thursday’s Pretrial Conference to 
appear in Martin Circuit Court 
March 7 for a final report date. 

During that hearing, they will 
either accept a plea agreement, 
which the commonwealth’s attor- 
ney’s office has offered, or a trial 
date will be set. 

Mills was being held at the Big 
Sandy Regional Detention Center 
on a $10,000 cash bond after being 
arrested a second time following her 
release from jail on the felony 
charges, but has since been released 
and is now in the drug rehabilitation 
facility Karen’s Place in Lawrence 
County. 

Hairston, 41 , and Mills, 47, were 
indicted in December 2012 on 
charges of abuse of public trust 
shortly after State Auditor Adam 
Edelen released the findings of an 
audit of the clerk’s 2011 financial 
statement and found a number of 
problems, not only with the 2011 
financial statement but also in a 
review of the 2012 accounts in 
which more than $16,000 in unde- 
posited cash receipts were discov- 
ered.

Mills and Hairston were 
fired from their job by their 
mother in August after funds 



were reportedly found miss- 
ing from the office. 

After being indicted, both 
Mills and Hairston turned 
themselves in at the Big San- 
dy Regional Detention Center 
and were released on their 
own recognizance. Mills was 
arrested again Jan. 10 on 
unrelated charges and is 
scheduled to appear for a pre- 
trial conference in Martin 
District Court at 9 a.m. on 
March 5. 



Mills is charged with sec- 
ond-offense operating on a 
suspended or revoked opera- 
tor’s license within five years, 
excessive windshield/ window 
tinting, license plate not legi- 
ble, obstructed vision and or 
windshield, no registration 
plate, giving an officer a false 
name or address and operat- 
ing on a suspended or revoked 
operator’s license.

LOUISA — The Lawrence 
County Grand Jury issued six 
indictments last week. 

Named in the true bills are: 

• James W. Thompson, 46, 
of Genoa, W.Va., charged with 
first- degree trafficking and 
tampering with physical evi- 
dence. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Jan. 15, 
Thompson allegedly traf- 
ficked in a controlled sub- 
stance, more than 10 dosage 
units, by knowingly and 
unlawfully being in posses- 
sion of a schedule II con- 
trolled substance with the 
intent of trafficking in that 
schedule II controlled sub- 
stance, Oxycodone. 

Thompson also allegedly 
knowingly and unlawfully 
concealed, altered, removed 
or destroyed evidence that he 
believed would be used 



against him in an official pro- 
ceeding, the indictment also 
said. 

• Howard Donald Davis, 
39, of Prestonsburg, charged 
with fourth-degree assault, 
third or more within five 
years. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Dec. 22, 
2012, Davis allegedly assault- 
ed Crystal Howard, causing 
physical injury to her, while 
having been convicted of two 
prior fourth-degree assault 
charges in Floyd District 
Court, once in 2010 and one in 
2011 . 

• Larry Brewer, 37, and 
Joetta Marcum, 29, both of 
Lovely, charged with theft by 
unlawful taking under 
$ 1 0 ,000/complicity. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or about Dec. 28, 
2012, Brewer and Marcum, 
acting alone or in complicity 
with each other, allegedly, 
knowingly and unlawfully, 



took a Chrysler Voyager Mini- 
van from Eva Burgess of Lou- 
isa with a value of $2,150. 

• William Chaffin, 24, and 
Zachary Raines, 19, both of 
Louisa, charged with theft by 
unlawful taking over $500/ 
complicity. Chaffin is addi- 
tional charged with second- 
degree persistent felony 
offender. 

According to the indict- 
ment, on or before Jan. 2, 
Chaffin and Raines, acting 
alone or in complicity with 
each other, allegedly know- 
ingly and unlawfully took a 
50’ LED High Definition tele- 
vision from Walmart of Loui- 
sa with a value exceeding 
$500 and Chaffin is also a 
previously convicted felon.

Stumbo bill 
OK'd in House 



FRANKFORT - House 
Bill 1 passed through the Ken- 
tucky House Friday as House 
Speaker Greg Stumbo ’s initia- 
tive to increase accessibility 
and transparency to Ken- 
tucky’s special districts comes 
one step closer to becoming 
law. 

Stumbo has worked close- 
ly on this initiative with State 
Auditor Adam Edelen as the 
two leaders move to create a 
searchable online database 
that will help show Kentucky 
taxpayers who, where and 
why their hard-earned money 
is being spent. 

“I’m proud that this legis- 
lation passed out of the House 
with such strong support,” 
Stumbo, D-Prestonsburg. 
said. “I think, more than any- 
thing, this bill is a testament to 
the folks at special districts 
who put in so much time, a lot 
of it volunteer hours, working 
to make sure Kentucky’s 
water, sewers, fire districts 
and any number of other vital 
services keep running. This 



legislation will simply, 
streamline and clarify their 
reporting requirements while 
at the same time giving every 
Kentucky taxpayer the power 
to track the use of their tax 
dollars. It’s a win - win.” 

Stumbo’s legislation, 
which as House Bill 1 indi- 
cates it serves as the speaker’s 
top legislative priority this 
session, addresses oversight 
of special districts and stream- 
lines and simplifies their 
reporting requirements. The 
bill also clarifies which dis- 
tricts will be guided by the 
new reporting standards and 
creates a website where the 
districts will publish basic 
financial information and con- 
tact information. 

House Bill 1 became a top 
priority for Stumbo after a 
special report by State Auditor 
Adam Edelen showed there 
was a need for Kentucky to 
update and simplify the state’s 
decades old system of track- 
ing special districts. All told, 
Edelen ’s office found there 



were almost 1 ,300 special dis- 
tricts in Kentucky collecting 
and spending a total of $2.7 
billion dollars. 

“Rarely has a piece of leg- 
islation seen such broad sup- 
port,” said Stumbo, who noted 
House Bill 1 has the backing 
of the Kentucky Association 
of counties, the League of Cit- 
ies, the Library Association 
and dozens of other influential 
organizations. “I hope that this 
legislation continues to 
receive strong backing as it 
makes its way through the 
process, but most importantly, 
I hope that both taxpayer and 
service providers find some 
real value in their effort.” 

Joining Stumbo in voting 
in favor of the bill were Reps . 
Rocky Adkins, D-Sandy 
Hook, and Hubert Collins, 
D-Wittensville.

For an industry that’s 
based on math, science and 
engineering, technology 
sure spawns a surprising 
amount of myths. 

Some of these myths 
are amusing or only mildly 
annoying. A relative might 
send you a chain email 
claiming that Microsoft 
will pay you cash to for- 
ward it on. Another rumor 
surfaces occasionally that 
Facebook is going to start 
charging users a subscrip- 
tion fee. 

However, clinging to 
certain myths can cost you 
time and money. Let’s take 
a closer look at these serial 
offenders. 

1 . Macs never get virus- 
es 

Last year’s outbreak of 
the malicious Trojan called 
Flashback infected more 
than 600,000 Macs. The 
year before that, the fake 
anti-virus rogueware 
known as MacDefender 
also caused chaos for Mac 
users. 

These high-profile 
security breaches were a 
wake-up call for Mac users 
who believed that Apple 
computers were immune to 
the viruses that plague PC 
users. 

Apple once boasted in 
its ads that Mac users could 
relax and let the built-in 
defenses of OS X do all the 
heavy lifting to safeguard 
their data. The tech giant 
has since toned down that 
message. 

Don’t let your purchase 
of a Mac lull you into a 
false sense of security. 
Like PC users, Mac users 
should make safe browsing 
and vigilant virus monitor- 
ing a top priority. 

Download one of the 
excellent - and free - Mac 
security programs in my 
Security Center. And keep 
it up to date! 

2. You get what you pay 
for with software 

Even with budget sys- 
tems available, computers 
are a sizeable investment. 
Fortunately, the software 
you install doesn’t have to 
add to the bill. Modern 
computer users are lucky 
to have a vast and growing 
library of free, open-source 
software available. Open- 
source free software can 
save you hundreds or thou- 
sands of dollars over com- 
mercial programs without 
sacrificing essential fea- 
tures. 

LibreOffice and Thun- 
derbird, for example, are 
free programs that can 
effectively replace Micro- 
soft Office and Outlook. 
GIMP is a popular free 
alternative to Adobe Pho- 
toshop. Free software isn’t 
about all work and no play. 
VLC is one of the best 
media players available. It 
will handle nearly any vid- 
eo or movie format you 
throw at it, including DVD 
and Blu-ray. 

3. The more megapix- 
els, the better the camera 

Many consumers focus 
too much on megapixel 
count when buying camer- 
as. A 16MP camera has to 
be better than a 12MP cam- 
era, right? 

Not necessarily. Cam- 
era sensor quality is as 
much about physical sen- 
sor size as pixel amount. 

A large 12MP sensor in 
a DSLR will produce bet- 
ter photos than a tiny 16MP 
sensor in a point-and- 
shoot. 

To cram that many pix- 
els onto a small sensor, 
manufacturers shrink the 
size of the pixels. Smaller, 
crowded pixels don’t cap- 
ture light as well as bigger 
pixels spread across a large 
sensor. The small sensor 
struggles to capture the 
tonal range of bright scenes 
and generates unwanted 
noise when used in low 
light.

Bradley provid- 
ed valuable information on 
the importance of calling 911 
as soon as symptoms occur, 
and compared it to hearing a 
fire alarm but not instantly 
checking to see if there is a 
fire. 

Cheryl Younce, senior 
clinical dietician for the Floyd 
County Health Department, 
shifted the presentation to diet 
and healthy eating habits. 
Younce gave an eye-opening 
display of the fat in common 
foods, such as grilled cheese, 
pizza, and taco salad, while 
providing healthier alterna- 
tives. 

Ernest Brewer, director of 



physical therapy at Highlands, 
finished the presentation with 
a motivational discussion on 
the importance of exercise to 
feel better, live heart healthy 
and avoid heart disease. 
Brewer, who admitted going 
from a sedentary lifestyle 
himself to a very active life- 
style, presented an actual 
account of the numerous ben- 
efits of exercise. 

Often mistakenly consid- 
ered to affect mostly men, 
heart disease is the number 
one killer of women, and 
Highlands “believes it is 
essential to educate women 
about their risks,” according 
to a press release.

Deskins speaks progress 



PIKEVILLE - The Pikev- 
ille Rotary invited Dr. Shelli 
Deskins, program director of 
the Highlands Center for 
Autism, to speak on autism 
and the progress being made 
with children at the center. 

She began her presentation

It works 
by reinforcing appropriate 
behavior while decreasing or 
eliminating challenging 
behavior. 

Deskins is an Eastern Ken- 
tucky native who earned her 
undergraduate degrees from 
the University of Kentucky 
and her M.S. and Ph.D. in 
psychology from Auburn Uni- 
versity. She is also a board 
certified behavior analyst 
(BCBA) and chair of the Ken- 
tucky Applied Behavior Ana- 
lyst Licensing Board.
